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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The application has been amended as follows: Before " Field of the invention " on p. 1 of 
the specification, the following sentence was inserted. 

—The present application is a 35 U.S.C. 371 national stage entry of PCT/EP04/02191 
filed on March 4, 2004.--. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
disclose nor render obvious all the cumulative limitations of claim 1 with particular attention to a 
means for detecting ascorbic acid or a salt thereof with the specified first and second zones 
where the first zone has a means for buffering the sample to a pH of 5.5-8 and the second zone 
receives sample which passed through the first zone and is buffered to a pH from 1 to 5. Claims 
2-14 depend from claim 1 and are also thereby allowable. 

3. The International Preliminary Report indicated that the claims were not free of the prior 
art in view of the combined teachings of Ogawa et al (USP 4,303,409), Kim et al (USP 
4,303,408), and Fader (USP 3,771,964). The examiner does not believe these references taking 
solely or together disclose or render obvious the claimed invention. Ogawa and Fader are drawn 
to ascorbic acid tests where the sample is exposed to a single pH range that has been optimized 
to avoid the adverse effect of uric acid in the sample. There is no suggestion in either of these 
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teachings that the interference removal and measurement could be done at two separate pHs with 
two separate zones. Although Kim is drawn to removing interferent contributions with at least 
one embodiment drawn to the use of two different zones, Kim does not teach or suggest a zone 
having a different pH range for removal of the interferent.
